/  bought  to-day  in  the  Bazaar  a  wooden  girdle, 
whose  construction  amply  explains  the  phrase  so  often 
occurring  in  Oriental  tales  of  the  heroes  “  carrying 
tlieif  money  in.  their  belt.^  On  one  end  being  passed 
once  round  the  waUt  it  is  fastened  by  a  buckle,  and 
ibis  etitire  portion  lieing  sewed  double  all  round  con¬ 
tains  the  paras,  which  are  extracted  by  means  of  a 
small  opening  in  the  front,  closed  with  a  leathern 
cover  and  strap.  This  being  secured,  the  remainder 
of  the  zone  is  (bided  around  the  bixly  till  the  success¬ 
ful  envelopments  take  up  all  the  cloth,  the  end  of 
which  is  then  tucked  in  at  the  side  so  as  to  secure  the 
folds. 

The  word  ^arat,  translated  purses,  in  the  9th  verse 
of  the  10th  chapter  of  Matthew,  signifies  literally  gir¬ 
dles;  and  from  their  adaptation  to  the  use  pointed  out 
by  our  Saviour,  “  Posse.‘;3  not  gold,  nor  silver,  nor  brass 
in  your  purses,”  they  were  undoubtedly  of  the  same 
fashion  with  that  winch  I  have  described. 

The  hours  of  devotion  adopted  by  the  Mahometans 
are  undoubtedly  borrowed  from  the  Jews,  and  the 
three  daily  prayers  of  Daniel  (chap.  vi.  10)  and  the 
morning,  noon,  and  evening  worship  of  David  (Psalm 
iv.  17)  are  still  observed,  though  with  some  additions, 
by  the  Turks.  The  call  of  the  muezzin  too,  in  the 
evening,  accords  with  the  later  ceremonies  of  the 
Christian  Church,  as  when  Peter  and  John  went  up 
together  into  the  temple  at  the  hour  of  prayer,  being 
the  ninth  hour.  (Acts,  chap.  iii.  1.) 

Without  a  visit  to  the  Levant,  one  would  be  at  a 
loss  to  fully  understand  the  force  of  the  expression  in 
Genesis,  xxi.  40.  “  In  the  day  the  draught  consumed 

me,  and  tlie/ro.st  by  night;”  but  he  who  has  passed  a 
spring  in  the  Ionian  Islands,  ora  summer  at  Smyrna, can 
readily  comprehend  their  full  import.  The  light  wind, 
called  by  the  natives  the  “  Inbat,”  blow’s  generally 
from  the  bay  during  the  day,  setting  in  from  the  north¬ 
west;  its  faint  refreshing  airs  are  the  most  delicious 
conceivable,  and  these  alone  render  Smyrna  inhabita¬ 
ble,  the  insects  and  the  heat  being  otherwise  com¬ 
pletely  intolerable.  Our  short  e.xcursions  in  the  vi¬ 
cinity  we  generally  made  in  the  morning,  ere  the  sun 
had  gained  Ids  height ;  the  noon  we  spent  in  the  cool 
shade  of  the  c  nisulate,  or  in  reading  at  the  Frank  as¬ 
sembly-rooms,  called  tlie  Cascino. 

Some  intro  Iiictioris  from  Athens  and  Hydra  to  a 
few  (ireek  residents  enabled  us  to  spend  our  evenings 
more  agreeably  tfian  vve  had  anticipaled.  About  sun¬ 
set  we  generally  went  to  an  open  street  in  the  west 
ot  Smyrna,  where  they  chiefly  resided,  and  where,  in 
the  clear  twilight,  the  families  usually  seated  them¬ 
selves  by  the  dcnirs  to  enjoy  the  C(K)1  breath  of  even¬ 
ing.  Such  meetings  used  to  remind  ns  of  the  days  of 
the  patriarch,  when  Abraham  received  the  angels  ns 
lie  sat  by  the  door  of  his  tent,  and  when  Eli,  in  Ids 
iiinety-and-eighth  year,  as  he  reclined  al  sunset  on  his 
scat  by  the  way-side,  was  told  by  the  fugitive  soldier 
that  Israel  had  been  vancpiished  in  battle,  that  his  sons, 
Ilophni  and  Pldneas,  were  no  more,  and  that  the  Ark 
of  God  was  taken.  The  stone  ben'’hes,  too,  at  every 
door,  explain  the  exclamation  of  Job:  ‘‘Oh,  that  I  was 
as  in  months  past,  in  the  days  of  my  youth,  when  my 
children  were  about  me,  when  I  went  up  to  the  gate 
in  the  city,  when  I  prepared  my  seat  in  the  street.'' 

Fountains  are  to  be  met  with  every  two  or  thro«  j 
ndles  throughout  Turkey.  The  w’ater  gushes  from 
the  centre  of  a  square  wall,  generally  six  or  eight  feet 
in  height,  and  falls  into  a  stone  trough  below,  whence 
it  is  drank  by  the  cattle.  Above,  a  slab  inscribed  with 
a  verse  from  the  Koran,  is  the  only  ornament,  with 
the  exception  of  some  marble  facings,  occasionally 
added  at  the  sides  of  the  wall 
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side;  but  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been  an  object  to 
produce  a  general  effect  by  their  location,  or  to  arrange 
them  in  streets  as  at  Pompeii,  though  such  a  design 
might  perhaps  have  been  rendered  impossible  by  the 
unevenness  of  the  surrounding  soil. 

At  some  little  distance  from  these  are  the  places  of 
sepulture  excavated  in  the  cliff',  consisting  ordinarily 
of  a  small  chamber  with  one  or  more  divisions  for  the 
reception  of  bodies,  and  not  unfrequenlly  the  front  of 
the  rock,  above  the  low  entrance  to  the  vault,  is  form¬ 
ed  into  a  facade,  with  pilasters  and  a  pediment,  the 
capitals  being  shaped  like  the  volupes  of  the  Ionic 
order. 

These  two  species  of  sepulchres  are  amply  illustra¬ 
tive  of  the  various  texts  throughout  the  Bible,  which 
speak  of  the  entombing  of  the  ancients.  The  first, 
from  their  elevation  and  profusion  of  ornament,  are 
evidently  those  referred  to  in  the  text.  “  Wo  unto 
you,  beribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites,  because  ye 
build  the  tombs  of  the  prophets,  and  garnish  the  se¬ 
pulchres  of  the  righteous ;”  (Matt,  xxiii.  29,)  while 
the  low  apertures  of  those  which  are  subterraneous 
explain  the  stooping  down  of  Mary  to  look  into  the 
sepulchre  of  Christ.  (John  xx.  11.)  Their  capacious 
chambers  would  readily  admit  of  the  entering  in  of 
three  or  more  individuals;  as  when  Mary  Magdalen, 
and  Mary  the  mother  of  James,  entered  into  the  tomb 
of  Jesus,  and  found  a  third  person  sitting.  (Mark 
xvi.  5.)  And  one  of  these  gloomy  apartments  would 
forin^  no  unsuitable  residence  for  the  maniacs,  whom 
the  Saviour  met  coming  out  of  the  tombs"  in  the
